This conference lasted about 
seventeen months. 
Coming down to a later date, the Peace of Campo lormo be- 


tween France and Austria was &igned in October, 1797, the con- 
ference having begun on April 18, 1797, thus lasting six months. 


History shows that few peace conferences in the past have 


concluded their work short of six months, while many of them 
have been strung out over a much longer period. It ia gratifying 
to note, however, that the peace negotiations oi later years, in- 
cluding those ending the Spanish-American war and the war be- 
tween Kussia and Japan, have occupied considerably less time 
than (p the similar conferences held in the eighteenth and eaulier 
part of the nineteenth centruies.

This conference lasted about 
seventeen months. 
Coming down to a later date, the Peace of Campo lormo be- 


tween France and Austria was &igned in October, 1797, the con- 
ference having begun on April 18, 1797, thus lasting six months. 


History shows that few peace conferences in the past have 


concluded their work short of six months, while many of them 
have been strung out over a much longer period. It ia gratifying 
to note, however, that the peace negotiations oi later years, in- 
cluding those ending the Spanish-American war and the war be- 
tween Kussia and Japan, have occupied considerably less time 
than (p the similar conferences held in the eighteenth and eaulier 
part of the nineteenth centruies.
